seventeen-year locusts are attacking 
us!' ig the cry that is coming to the 
state agrieulural commission from all 
parts of eastern Ohio. 
Recently 
a 
warning was sent out to farmers in 
that part of the state that the locusts 
would appear about the first of June, 
but they have arrived a week earlier, 
and there are now millions of 
them 
swarming about, attacking treeg of 
all kinds, especially he uewly-planted 
ed orchards, for which they have an 
Inordinate fondness. 
State Nursery 
and Orchard Inspector N. E Shaw is 
advising farmers to spray their fruit 
trees with Bordeaux mixture or lime 
sulpher wash as a meang of checking 
the ravages of these pests. 
Well ma 
tured, healthy trees recover from the 
injuries the- locusts inflict upon them 
in two or three years, but the young 
trees ofon do not wholly recover for 
many years. 
T.he chief damage 
is 
done by the female locust, which cuts 
Into tw igs and deposits eggs there. -The 
locusts disappear along about August, 
leaving their eggs which sink in the 
ground, and which develop into a new 
crop of locusts exactly 17 years later.

Avoid M istakes in Tiling. 
Tiling should be considered as 
permanent improvement. 
In drainage 
work a single mistake may cause tht 
failure of an entire system. 
The sur 
est way to avoid mistakes is to hire 
a reliable drainage engineer to make 
surveys and plan the entire system of 
drainage. 
Great care should be exercised i 
the selection of tile. 
Tile should be 
smooth, 
straight, 
uniform 
in 
size, 
square cut at the ends and well burn­ 
ed, 
Vitrified tile should be used for 
the construction of outlets. 
The depth and distance apart at 
which drains should be placed for best 
results cannot be stated definitely. 
In 
general, the lines should be sufficient- 
near each other to carry all of the 
surplus water promptly from the inter­ 
vening space. The tile should be deep 
enough to provide an adequate root 
zone for crops, free from surplus wa­ 
ter. The usual method is to have the

courses,

daily for a period of three m onths,

farm is the raising of celery and rh u ­ 
barb, w hich has been started outside 
and then transplanted to the cave, 
where they grow rapidly and take on 
an unusually fine flavor.
